Shelter Belt Planting 
| And Live Stock Profits 


(By Dr. J. G. Rutherford) 

Every experienced feeder knows, 
and every farmer should know, that 
‘stock will not thrive or lay on flesh 
i when constantly exposed to the winter 
I winds of our western prairies, On the 
other hand, it is well established thet 
if afforded adequate protection. from 
the winds, live stock can be profitably 
fed to a finish in the open, even in our 
coldest weather, 


Lam quite aware that this state- 
ment may be questioned by persons 
lacking actual experience, but definite 
proof of its truth fg fortunately avail- 
able from many different sources. Re- 
ference may be made to the work in 
this line carried on at the Brandon 
experimental farm, to the experience 
covering many years of Messrs. R. J. 
Phin of Moosomin, Steskatchewan;. W. 
F. Puffer of Lacombe, Alberta; Col. 
Harry Mullins of Winnipeg; Mr. Gray- 
‘son of Newdale, Manitoba, and many 
others too numerous to mention.

A Close 
Relation 


There is a great advantage when you 
are making any kind of a trade, in 
buying of someone who knows you 
and whom you know.

Sim- 
ilarly, there is a moral hazard in 
buying goods at distant stores, where 
you are not well ‘acquainted with the 
merchant and his clerks. When you 
make 2 purchase at some distant de- 
partment store, or distant city by mail 
the person who handles ‘the purchase 
is absolutely a stranger. You are sim- 
ply one item in the day's grist of 
work, to be ground through the mach- 
ine with hundreds of others. You 
can’t get intelligent, thoughtful, at- 
tention by such machine-like methods. 
In buying at home, on the other hand 
you know personally the people with 
whom you do business, or at least your 
face becomes familiar enough for them 
to recognize you ag a regular cus: 
timer, both clerks and proprietor wel- 
come you to their counter, and feel 
that you must be satisfied at all haz- 
ards. Even if they wanted to mis- 
represent, which is most unusual, 
they would not dare do so, You are 
too close to their base of supplies, und 
you could do much harm if unsatis- 
furtory goods were worked off on you. 
When a personal relation grows. up 
between the customer and the nearby 
stores, the salesman becomes. more 
than a-mere seller. He conceives thet 
the regular customer must be regard- 
ed as a client who must be given good 
business advice about a purchase. 
Buch help is of incalculable value to 
the public. You can only get it near 
home—Hanna Herald. 


Stock Raisers 
Should be Posted 


A good many farmers . and stock 
raisers at the present time, who have 
not sold their surplus stock, are won- 
dering what effect the new United 
States tariff regulation will have on 
the live stock parade, With duty he- 
ing increased approximately from 50 
to. 75 cents per 100 pounds, (the old 
tariff. was based on a straight duty 
of 30 per cent, whereas the new tar- 
iff calls for one and a half cents a 
pound on cattle up to 1050 pounds and 
two cents per pound on those over that 
weight) we would naturally assume 
that with American markets practic- 
ally setting the price on our stocker 
cattle that they would depreciate at 
least the value of the extra duty. Af- 
ter considerable thought and investi- 
gation, we do not believe we are justi- 
fied ‘in taking.too pessimistic a view 
of the situation. The material im- 
provement in the feed situation in 
various parts of the province during 
the past month, enquiries from Ontar- 
jo for stocker cattle and a_ possible 
strengthening of prices across the 
line, lead us to think that little change | 
in prices will be noticeable. Eastern 
packers are buying heavily in western 
Canada, showing that supplies in their 
own districts are somewhat limited, 
Considerable thought is also being 
given to the possibility of stocker cat- 
tle being shipped to the old country, | 
and while transit expenses at the pres- 
ent time look prohibitive, any pros- 
pect of lower rates would be immed- 
jately reflected here. Summarizing 
the situation we would strongly ad- 
vise livestock raisers « to fully post 
themselves on market conditions, as 
thousands of dollars have been lost 
to the raisers during the past few 
months for lack of this knowledge.

Prices Falling?

If there wag a reason for the decline 
nobody has given the producers any 
information. 

There’ was to have been a committe 
appointed, as announced st the pig 
conferences, who would keep track of 
these fluctuations and ell the causes. 
So far it has not been functioning. 
though perhaps it will come into ac- 
tion when the government graders’ are 
appointed, which should be fairly soon 
now, 

But in the meantime shippers to the 
Toronto yards are getting $7.50 less for 
each 200 pound hog they sell than 
they; did in July and the British bacon 
price ig the same. 

The Examiner does not pretend to 
know the cause of the drop, but there 
is one explanation that accounts for 
part of it, and that is the decline in 
beef prices, which necessitates a 
lower price in order to get pork into 
consumption, 

But that was not reckoned on as a 
factor during the hog conference— 
then we were told that the prices of 
hogs would be governed by the prices 
of Wiltshire sides. 

There is one thing The Examiner 
does know and that is how the pro- 
ducer will figure4it out. He will say 
that the packers are getting ready to 
take care’ of the premium on select 
hogs when the government grading 
starts. Hogs had been selling at Tor- 
onto from February to July at prices 
between $13.75 and $15.25. By the 
middle of September they had drop- 
ped to $11.50. Even if they do not 
drop below that figure and jt was set 
as the price for the ordinary thick, 
smooth hog, the ten per cent premium 
on $11.50 would only bring the hogs 
upto $13. And all through this per: 
fod the price of prime bacon in the 
old country remains unchanged. 

There may be some other reason for 
the decline, but the packers will have 
to talk very loudly to make the hog 
raiser believe anythin gelse. Feed is 
cheap and there is probably more 
money in hogs than in any other pro- 
duct of the farm,: but the Canadian 
farmer will not be able to see why 
he should not get as much for his hogs 
as he did a few months ago, when the 
chief article of export is selling at the 
same price—Market Examiner.

OTTAWA WARNS ALL TO BE 
ON WATCH FOR OIL FAKIRS 


Wildcatting in oil stocks in the Un- 
ited States is being investigated con- 
tinuously by’ te postoffice department 
on receipt of numerous complaints. 
There is evidence that a lot of Cana- 
dian money is going out of the country 
in response to roseate pictures of great 
wealth that await the investors, The 
mails are flooded with such prospec- 
tusses. The department, however, 
finds it difficult to distinguish —be- 
tween the legitimate and the wildcat- 
ter. 
It has happened in several cases 
that where investigation showed the 
concerns to be a fake, the name was 
promptly changed before literature 
could be banned or other action taken, 

There were specific complaints of a 
great number of people parting with 
their money and either hearing noth- 
ing further or receiving only a stock 
certificate. Requests for information 
elicit no answer. The authorities are 
prepared to scientifically ban from the 
mailg such literature, but there is a 
general warning that care be taken 
in such speculative enterprise.

According to calculations made in 
the United States, the surest and 
swiftest way to become wealthy is to 
invent something the people want, and 
hang on to the patent rights. This 
has never been known to fail. But 
if one in pursuit of fortune is not of 
an inventive turn of mind he can be- 
come a movie star or a lawyer, for 
these are the most highly paid of the 
professions, Perhaps half a dozen peo- 
ple in the United States receive in- 
comeg of a million dollars a year from 
their professions, and three of them, 
Mary Pickford, Douglas Fairbanks 
and Charlie Chaplin®are movie actors. 
Levy Meyer, of Chicago, who died re- 
cently, was the chief legal representa- 
tive of the packers, and it wag said 
that he receiyed about a million dol- 
lars a year. Max D. Steur, said by 
some to be the greatest trial lawyer 
in the United States, admits he re- 
ceives more than $1,000 a day for ap- 
pearance in. court, and since appear- 
ances in court is less than half. his 
working day, jt is supposed he earns 
in the neighborhood of a million a year 
Another man'in the same clasg is 
probably Samuel Untermeyer of New 
York. It is worth noting that the 
three champion earning lawyers. are 
Jews. 

These incomes are inconsiderate 
when compared with those of John D, 
Rockefeller and Henry Ford which are 
supposed to be between $40,000,000 
and $60,000,000 w year with the auto 
magnate in the lead, but of course 
these profits are the result. of huge 
investments in capital, ‘whereas the 
movie stars and the great lawyers need 
little capital. Perhaps the closest 
rival of the screen and bar in the mat- 
ter of huge earnings is the prize.ring. 
It would not be difficult for Jack 
Dempsey to earn half a million dollars 
in a year, Recently it was reported 
that he had been offered a million 
for three fights. It is reported, how- 
ever that Dempsey's contract = with 
Jack Kearns entitles the latter -to 
half the champion’s earnings, so per- 
haps Kearns, rather than Dempsey, 
should; be classified Jas the great 
money maker, for he will last longer 
than Dempsey and endure less punish- 
ment.

If the coops are placed in quiet positions the hens will find them and lay 
in them. Where a hen lays in the open, if a coop is placed over her nest, she 
will continue to lay in the coop. When the coops are in position, 8 good arm- 
ful of clean straw should be placed well around the sides and ends forming 
a rounded nest, so that the 15 eggs when set must lie, close together in the 
centre. a 

Close watching is necessary when the hens begin to lay, and the eggs col- 
lected ag soon ag laid, as they are in danger of being frozen or chilled. Place 
one or two ordinary nest eggs to replace the first egg or two, Number the 
eggs as gathered so that the first eggs will be set first. Keep ina moderately 
cool place and keep covered to help maintain uniform temperature, taking care 
to turn the eggs every day to prevent the germ becoming attached to the 
shell.

around the same place, having pans of skim milk and water always filled and 
fresh, and a pile of gravel near a plot of aifalta, sweet clover or 0% 
feed lot is a great help. If the flock is not allowed to wander too far at 
this time they form the habit of coming back several times a day. In this way, 
while not confined in any way, they do not exhaust the young poults while in 
search of food, They consume more, rest more and make better growth and 
hone are Jost. } 

Cracked grain should be fed until the poults are at least two months old. 
At about 6 week old, the poults will begin to roost. There is not much danger 
from now on except from Coyotes, [| am keeping three hounds this year 
and have a walk around with them in the evening or morning.
